Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreemeni was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicants further clarified the positions taken in the Amendment filed on October 21, 2004. 

Kawai failed to disclose a "deterioration detecting means" and a "remaining amount detecting means" and therefore 
Imoto and Yabe, respectively, were presented to supply said means. Applicants argue: 

- there is no motivation to combine the Imoto reference with Kawai since the flow meter of Imoto uses very complex 
mathematical calculations which would make the modified apparatus unnecessarily complex. 

- there is no motivation to combine the Yabe reference with Kawai since the Yabe reference is concerned with power 
generation and recuperation problems, not hydrogen purification. Also, Yabe cools the alloy after detection of the low 
pressure, and does not heat the alloy as claimed. 

- the Imoto reference teaches away from the pressure detectors of the Yabe reference, and therefore there is no 
motivation to combine the references with Kawai because the claimed invention requires signalling from both types of 
detecting means to occur within the same system. 

The Examiner will consider Applicants arguments and update her search. 
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
